The former Gazetteer of Ballia was compiled, shortly 
after the formation of the district as a separate adminis- 
trative unit, by the Inte Mr. D, T, Roberts, 1.0.5., and 
Mr. A. Robinson, 1.0.8. The former subsequently pro- 


duced his valuable report on the revision of recorda, from 


which much information has beon obtained in compiling 
this-volume. ‘The revision was first undertaken in part 
by Mr. T. W, Morris, LO.S., and subsequently by Mr. 
R. Oakden, 1.C.S., to whom I am especially indebted 
for hia ready help, both in collecting new material and 
in revising the proof,

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CHAPTER I. 
Gesenan Features, 

The tlistrict of Ballin is thy easternmoat of the five which fonts 
conktitate the Bonnres division, and COMpPrised AT irrogularly pica nies $a 
ehaped tract of country oxtending westwants from the confluence 
of the Ganges and Cihagra. The former river bourida it on the 
auth, soperating Rallia from the purganns of Boxar and Arrah in 
the Shuhaliad district of Bengal; while the latter lows along the 
northern snl eastern borders, the country beyond it including 
the Salempur pargana of Garakhpet and Sewan acd Chapra of 
the Bengal district of Earan, On the weet ihn hourulary 16 dor, 
the mont part artificial, the moat important oxeeption being the 
Sarju river for woveral milue of Ite cours. ‘To the north Ballin 
marches with the Mnbammaalwd and Sagritaheils of Azmmenrh; 
and to thesouth with the Mahammadalad inheil of the Ghazipar 
district. The geographical limits aro the parallels of 26° 23" and 
26° 11! north latitude and 38° SS! and B4* Bir want longitude, 
Tho extreme length of the district from cast to west ia about 63 
miles, aml the greatest breadth from norihto woth eome42 miles. 
"The district doce not extend to the actual confluonee of the two 
great rivers, lat elope at the boundary of Shitah Diara, a mahal 
of Shababad in Bongal, The tote! area is a varinble quantity, te 
® wrealer oxtint indootl than in any othe district of tho United 
Province. This is dw to the ermtic action of the Ganges and 
Ghagra, whichareaptto vary their ehunnels from yoar to yoarina: 
most remarkablofashion. Thonet result is, however, fairly con- 
stant, ithe average of a eeries of years be taken ; for loss in one plarn 
ia generally compensated by pain in another direction, In 1906 
the whole aren was 793,023 nores or 1,240 aynare mile. Accurd~

nmivhbouring districes, The variations are cotlinel ta a fiw 
pargeme only, and are most noticeable in Doalia, Ballis, and 
Khari, 

Tn ite general aspoct the district ia a level plain withewk 
any hills or natural eminenes, tho only variations Luing caused hy 
the high banks of the greatorivers and the gentle slope from: 
the central watershed towanla the Gunges, Ghagre aod Sarju. 
More and there are to bo found depressions of varying depth and 
extent, in which tho gurface drainage of the juterior collects, prior 
t? ite despatch by small streams and channels into’ the main. 
eysteme of the rivers. ‘The.anly two natum| divisions. are. those.

guished by the people as meliar and karail, 

The lowland tract comprises the rest of tho district, but isfar 
from being of a uniform character throughout. ‘The mam distinction 
is betweon the more recent and the more ancient alluvine, the former 
being that lying ov the immediate hauks of the rivers, known 
: y by the nante of diara, which corresponds to the 
khadir and Lachhar of other parte; while the Intier inclodos 
those Janda which have remained untouched for m Jong period 
anid aro marked by inexhaustible fortility, by elose anil cote. 
tingous cultivation, by mamerous proves, and by densely chusterod 
villages. A fuvthor distinetion ehould bo made belwoen the 

recently formed lowlands of the Ganjos and those of the Ghngra. 
Tho two rivers differ very groaily in tho nature of their 
nila, with thi result that tho naw formations exhibit widely 
different charactoristics, Tn tho extreme east of the district the 
two eae into onusnother without any line of demarcation. ‘There

The GEagra ia a great river, navigable throughout its length 
in thie district, and indeed for a long distance above tho Balin 
Lordera, by bouts of Inrge tonnage and stern-wheel steamers of 
sonsileralile carrying capacity, even when it hua shrunk to its 
smallest dimensions during the dry season, The river hus its 
origin in the mountains of Kumaan and Nepal, and is formed of 
the combined watere of the Chauka, Kaurinla, Rapti and many 
snidllor etrenme. It ewells during tho rains to anu immense size, 
al as the current la thon very strong and rapid, the damage 


dom by Hooiling is frequently severe, ‘Tho stream is apt to All the 
‘entire space between the flood banks and ita subsidence is accom- 


panied hy the formation of numerous sido channels and Lock- 

waters in tho low alluvial lands, while the whole surface of the 
country thus inuniated ta chanoredl to surprising extent from year 
to year. ‘The course of the rivor is stereotyped by kankar reofa 
at afew places only, suoh wa Turtipar, Qutbganj, and Ailaagarh 
near Maniar. Betwoen thoae points the variations [n the cliantel 
ara continuous and remarkable, but tho greatest changes are

prophecy, throwing up islands and destroying thom, af one biniy 
confining ttaulf to m comparatively narrow bed, wt otfiers Laaring 
Uirough the land jn several channels, scmetimue leaving behind 
it'a doponit of fair foriility, and sometimes, perhaps mors ofcon, 
nothing but barren sandy waste which never improves heyonit 
aoqiiring acapacity for producing tamarisk or the ree'ly thatohing 
press known as dhonr, The fact that a good fleld of ons your 
may beovome absotutely sterile the next, if it haa not [wen aldeyedd 
oul of renognition, is the moat annoying feature of the Ghagra’d 
action: in the diares of thie river there i¢ no regular prragresiion 
from wandy waste to fertile plam, atl the inainbility of tho 
MVErain area increases more and more ae ite confinence with tha 
Ganget ia appronchel. A Ghagra food almost Tpevitalily causes 
temporary detwrioration, and the cultivater whose bherif crope 
at! washed away haa not even the sntisfaction of knowing that 
hin land is being improved ; the deposit of «andy «ilt has gone of 
the advantages of the rich fertilizing mad brought down by the 
Ganges.

The first on amall stream known oa) the Haha or Alar, which 
joiur the river some threa miles weet of Turtiper after forming 
for a abort distance the boundary between thie district and Asam 
gorh.

‘The Ganges differs from the Ghagra 
in that it seldom throws up islanile; the channel ig homely 
always winglo or else merely divided by cand banks, Theaa 
diaras are the most fertile source of dispate, not only by reason 
of the alteration in the boundaries, but also because ofa varying 
batire of the surface aoil. Referonio will bo made later Lo the 
comiplicated fiseal history of these alluvial lands, lat montion may 
be madv here of a peculiar custom with regard to the division inte 
flelda, The Intter aro usnally long and narrow strips strutching 
from tha high bank tothe eilgo of tho water, thoir length increwsing 
or decressing according to the astivil of the river, Bents in these 
fields ore payable only on the uctual area under cultivation and 
a deduction ie made on socount of gand and water-logged enil. 
This custom ie known on balpanchit, the word bal denoting 
sand and ponehit land unoulturable on account of saturation, 
Similarly the land known as bijmar, in which the seed haa failed: 
to germinate, im not liable to ront. The mangement of the 
Dumraon estate recently instituted a large number of suite in 
which un altompt was made to recover rent for the entire holding, 
but it hod Ween ruled that these doduntions muat be allowed, Ln. 
such villages the patwaris have almost absolute power, of whieh 


thoy rarely fail to take advantage, as the classification of the 


land is entirely dependenton these officiala, Special rales havy been: 
drawn up for annual verification in the villages of Dumraon estate, 
with the object of onsuring a correct record of such areas inthe:

_ The Ganges at the presumt time flows in a north-cnsterly 

direqtion wa far na the town of Rallis, the older portion of whink 
has leon entircly eut away. To the east of Ballia the river 


describes a large lowp to tha south, the diaras being on the 


borthern bank, and belonging to the villages if Shoopurdiar, 
Jauhi, Honenagar and Haldi. Beyond thin the river is wutting 
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within recent yeara washed away more than twenty villages. 
Further eas) comes a eecond extensive bend, and hore the action 
in being roveraed, mach land having been added to this aide, 
In all cases the crosive action of the stream is very similar, I 
persivta for 4 courte of years in carving away thy lank iy one 
direction, at flirt dlowly, then with great force, and thon. stopping. 
Tho revorse process follows, but in not unmedintely apparent, for 
the etroam receded as slowly as it began, 

The junction of the Ghagra with the Ganges in at present in 

Shuhalwl district, but formerly thie waa not the case, The 
former river has a much highor velocity than the Inttér, and 
brings down far coarser sand; aod ae the combined stream tlown 
witha slower current than the Ghagra. it i¢ euable to cerry off 
the heavy deposit, which thus acoumulates ut the fanetion, forcing 
the two rivera further apart. The traditional point ef union was 
the Surka Tal, and the supposition ix prolisbly true. Tn 1840 
the conflgence was 27 miles to the east of Hallia anil. nity miles 
west of Chapra. ‘Ten years later it waa six miles to the sonth- 
onst of that point, and by 1875-11 had whiftod another five miles 
enatwarilé, being just leyoud Chapra. Ey the end of 1805 the 
junction had moved on twelve miles, and was then about 14 miles 
to the onat of Chapra; so that the ensterly progression had taken 
place ot the rate of 25 miles in 65 yeara; 

The chief tributary of the Ganges in this district inthe Barju 
or Tons, The former name, which ia freqoently applied to the 
Ghagra, and especially at Ajodhya, lene some support te the 
theory that the larger river at one time took thie course. Tt firat 
touches the boundary in pargana Hhodaon, and then for several 
miles separates Ballin from Ghasrpur. Near Pardhanpur it enters 
pargana Kopachit Weel, afterwarls flowing in » south-eosterly 
course throngh Kopachit East and pargana Ballin to join ithe 
Ganges ner Banathana, three miles to tho woat of fallin town, 
‘Tho point of junction has shifted considerably within recent 
yenrs; owing to the erosive action of the Ganges, for oot 
long ago the Sarja pase! to the south of Ballin sal foll into the 
Giangrs some two miles to the couth<ast. Thm Sarju is navigable 
during tho raime, and im former days waa largely weed for

16 miles. Tho Inst survoy was mate during tho old weather, 
anil then the arcn covered hy wawr wat found, to he ouly ie 
acres, the difironcs between the macinn riitaitmne 
representing land which ia ordinarily dey tn the winter rosea 
anid ia onpable of producing valuable erope, These consist for 
tho most part in rice of a peenliar character, which grows tom 
— height ond in favourable seasons id very productive. Tha 
yocememry conditions are that thy riso In the water shoul! be 
eradial! for if the lake fills too rapidly the plante are drowmed, 
aml if it faile to rime, thoy wither. In the deeper parte of the 
ie larze quantities of the wead onllo! snwar are grown.

the lake a9 a reservoir for irrigation purposes by constrasting 
adac onthe Katcher, and thoreby regulating the flow of whaler 
to and from the Ganges, It appeared doultfol, however, as to 
whether thia dam would not reault in silting up the mouth of the 
Katehar, and eventually the scheme was rejected on the ground 
of expense.

channel of that river, 

Tho foregoimg account explains to some extent the drainage 
ayatem of the distriot. ‘Tho greater portion of Ballin liew in the 
waterahed of the Ganges, aw) only a comparatively umall ares tv 
thet of the Ghagra, ‘The dividing Line admits of no clear defini- 
“tion, and the drainage. outfall of the central tracts, aml it 
particniar that of the Rasre or weetern tehsil in often determined 
soluly by the relative height of the two rivers. Ginornlly rpeaking, 
thy natural drainage is offective, but ahls to derangement when 
either of the capital streame ie in flool. On mich oeeasions, 
which usually take place two or three times inesch monsoon, tha 
hwight of the river water Nlocke the outlete and pours inland 
into the:va ious Jakca and depressions, Tha moat notable exaniple 
jy aflorded by the Katehar nota, which ordinarily carriow off the 
surplus water of the Sarsha Tal into the Ganges, whereas in times 
ef food the river sends a large volume of water into the Inka, 
more indeat, it is enid, than is received from the drainage of the 
‘interior. Et for this, it would be @ fairly simple matter to 
drain the many depressions of the district, whereas tho coat of 
works to keep lack the river water renders any such soheme out 
of the quosticn, A to the areas which arn liable to auffer from 
‘oxoes: of wator, it may be asserted that the whole of the Ganges 
anil Ghagra lowlands como unler this category, and especially 
jiargana Doabn, which beromes o voritablo lake in times of heavy 
flood. In addition to these tracts, there are reveral places slong 
tho course of the Sarju and near the many larye jhila, which are 
spb to be injured by inundation and the sonsequent woterlogging.

‘Tal. ‘There the commoncst mode of fishing is with a net sprenl 
over « bamboo framework, made in tho shape of w cone, the sides 
of which are covered with notting, while the bottom is left open, 
Whan this net is used, a number of boate form ina wide circle, 
awl slowly and silently converge towards a given spot, when 
with one secord all the net-covored onus are plunged into the 
water nnd stuck in the soft mud of the bottom, ‘The presence of 
fish within the not is mode manifest Ly their struggles; all those 
worth keeping are speared and secured, and thon the nets are 
withdrawn, and the operation is repeated in another playe, 

The domestic animals in this district are for the most part 
of the ordinary inferior description, and are mamly the offspring 
of thy so-called Brahmani or dedicated bulla, which wander about 
the country without 4 master, and attach themselves to different 
herds of cattle at ploasure, These bulls are deliberately set as 
liberty by the Hindua, cither beeanse they bear certain marks 
which are regaritod a inauspicious, or more commonly in con- 
formity with the religious coromony known as. birkhotsarg, 
prattised at the funerals of the wealthy, whereby a calf ix set freo 
in order to bring blessing on the seal of the dead, Such calves 
are branded on the right fore-leg and flank, #o that they ean 
easily be distinguished from privote property, They are left to 
shift for themmelves, and frequently do considornble injury to the 
crops; but as the damage is spreal over a considerable area, 
and the animals serve a wefal purpose, no serious objections 
are raised, No wystematic attempts have heen maile as yet hy 
Government to improve the breed of cattle in tho district, 
although the private importation of up-country bulls bas on 
several occasions Leen altended with successful resulia, ‘There 
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are no special breede of cattle poouline to the dintrivt, with 
the possiile exception of those known pe Dmacla, from the 
village of thas name jn pargana Doaha. ‘These have some 
lezal reputation, but are generally considered inferior to tho 
auimals imported from Tirhnt, Janakpur, Sita Marhi and 
Backhhwa in Bengal. ‘Thoy are either purchase! on the spot or 
sold hy travelling donlers, Some yours ago a tomting of the 
lating samvindars and tenants was convoked to consider the 
question af eattle-hresding in the district, and it waa then nizrewnt 
that the existing aystum, or rather the lack of system, adequately 
mut the looal requirements.

Bsrampur, come five miles from the district headquurtora, in

tiluvion of that village by the Ganges, There is an important 
cattle market at Sahatwar in the Ranadih tahail, where ballocks 


are brought in large quantities and are sold to agriculturs 


and of recent yeurs the market at Keora in the same tahsil hes 
attractel m considerable amount of trade, The averugo prive 
ofan ordinary plough builock rangea from Rs, 30 to Ra, 36, 
while animals of a auperior stamp fetch double that sum. 

Tha fret regular cattle cousus was taken in August 1899, 
and we have no previous figures collecte! in the same way with 
whith to compara its resalta, In former years annual totals 
Wore mupplied by the pafwaris, but these were never checked, anil 
their value is consequonily amall. Qn this oorasion it was found 
that there were 136,220 bulla and bullocks and 1,257 male 
buffaloes, giving «total of 137,403 plough animals, with anarerage 
of 2:3 animals per plough. This figure is eomewhat below the 
general average for the provinces at that time, but is practically 
the same as those obtained in the wljoining districts of Gorakhpur 
and Ghazipor, and distinctly higher than that of Azamgarh A 
second cots was taken in January 1904, when the nomber of 
bulls and bullocks waa found ts have dropped to 132,45, and 
that of male buffaloes to 105, giving an average of only 211 
animals to cnch plough, On tho other hand, the number of young 
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stock lind increased by sume 4,000, the total being 140,215. Tho’ 
enumeration also showed 105,041 cows and 41,721 cow tnffaloes, 
a tmatked ineresse being noticeable undor each head. Acsording 
co the returne the average plongh duty amounted to nearly $2 
antes, which is well above the general average; the figure iamuch 
the game iv the other exstorn (listricts, euch ut Renares, Ghazipur 
anil Gorakhpur, snd botokens either » bgit soil or & somewhat 
superior breed of cattle, heth factors heing probally at work in 
the case of Ballin.

Since the abolition of the sted in 
1873 thie branch of industry hea greatly declined, and the olaaa 
of animals bred in the distriet has much deteriornted. An attempt 
ia now being made to ruise the standard by posting « stallion at 
Rallin, but #0 great has been the degenaration in thirty yemrs that 
suitable mares are now few in number. The district is, however, 
the scene of consideralile ontorprise in horse dealing. Animals 
purchased at the various fairs in the western districts, notably at 
Nanchandi otf Batesar, ns well at those hrought from Amritsar 
an! other places in the Punjab, are brought down to Ballin and 
are kept at Demodarpor, Majhawn, and o few other villages in 
the eost of the district dering the het weather and rams, and ore 
sold at the Sonepur fair in Bihar; the reenlunts of these villages 
vnguged in this trade usaally bringing the horees down-tountry 
in droves during March and April, At the large Dadn fair 
near Rullia some four or five thousand horses and ponies are 
annaally brought for ele, but nearly all ore of an inferior stamp; 
approximately half the number brought find purchasers among the 
small semindara, tenants, ond Banins. 

Tho other domestic animals call for no special comment. In 
1904 there were 87,000 goute and 32,000 shoep, the numbers being 


in po way remurkable, ‘They are kept for food, for their wool 
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and bait, and for pontiing on the lanl, and are considerable sources 
of profit to the Gadariys herdumen, There were 4,560 donkeys, 
but theso aro of tho usual wroteled desaription, and are only 
employed by Dhobie, Kumbara, and others at beasta of burden, 
Camels pumberod but 5, oud their wee is very rare. Ae in 
Ghazipar, the climat» scame to be unsuited to them, am! transport 
iy either cffocted by monne of carts, or olan by pack. bullocks. 

Cattle discaso je at all times more oF lesa prevalent in the 
distriet, Lat it ie impossible to olitain ecourste etatistics, The 
tnost eommon form ia foot-and-mouth dlisoase, though occnston- 
ally opidemice of rinderpest and anthrax occur, in wither caso 
doing consiternbla damage, Since 104 » veterinary easiatiit 
hos hoon attached to the district, but very Htthe hat aa yet boon 
offeyted, either in the matter of inoculation or in arousing the 
people from their general spathy. towards aetentific treatment 
nnd their anwillinguess LO receive medicines usileas suppliod tree 
of coat. . 

The climate of Ballia ia on the whole dry, and though it can 
scarcely by termed bracing, it ia not partionlorly enervating. 
The extremes of cold and hoal experienced in the western diatrista 
of the United Provinces ogvur but seldom: in thin part af the 
world, nor does the humid atmosphere of Lower Bengal penetrate 
so far inland, excopt during the monsoon months, Froste are 
compurativaly rare, though considerable damage was done by 
the phenomenally low temporature in tho apring of 100, 
Doering the hot weather the prevailing wind io from the east, 
reqlering ibe atmeosphore close and muggy ; when the west wind 
Lows, it has little force wad tho use of grass taltis is genurally 
unavailing, though occasionally they are of service fur n weelt 
of more af i tine betwoun the middle of April and the beginning 
of June In thy Jateer niowh the highest temperayime ore 
rengbed, but there are no thermometric oleervations on record to 
‘bow the maximum or tho menn host attained during tho hot 
weather. ‘Though the mercury seldom risos much above 100° in 
the shado, ik mast he Worne in mind thet such heat ia more trying 
than tbo higher temperatures renchod in tho dricr climate of the 
wert, ‘Decomber ant Janyary aro Ue coldest snonthe, but the 
cold is mover severe. Dad huiletorms are of rave gocurrenoe. 
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Tteronls of the raimfull are available from 1864 onwarls, 
Rain-gauges are maintained af each of tho tuhsil healqnarters, 
tnt that at Banedih has been in existences only since 1801. The 
average total rainfall of the whole slistrict for 42 years haw bean 
41:52 inches. The local variation 1s but emall, the Ballin takail 
ahowing 42-52, Resra 41-05 and Bansdih 42-71 inches, Itis 

not a fact, howover, that Banslih has setually tho greatest rainfall 
a4 the figures in the case of that tabsil re for the Just 16 yonrs 


only, and the mverages for the same period were 45-42 for Ballia 


aud 41°31 inches for Rasa, showing that tho period was ono of 


‘exceptional precipitation, ‘The fluctuations from year to year 


arésomewhat romarkahlo: though it must be borne in mind thas 
mord depemla on the tlistribution of the rainfall than onthe 
wotual quntitity reesived. So far as agriculture is concerned, if 
a moderte fall bo obtained at the right times with the neccesary 
intervals of sunshine, m good kherif harvest will be ensured, 
while Jate rnin resulia in a large extension of tho rabi mros. 
Actually the greatest fall on record was thatof 1871, when 7-4 
inches were received «t Ballin and O54 inches ot Rusra Thie 
resnited inextonave and serious damage from floods, as wae also 
the cose in 1880, when Ragra registered 71+] and Ballin (4-5 
inches, Over (0) inehon foll in 1800, while in LSB, 1Hi4, Sse, 
TRSU, 1879, 1867, and the preceding year the district experinneud 
falla oxceeling 50 inches, Such excessive rainfall canses the 
ghite to overflow their banks and damage the adjacent lowlying 
tracts, bot the injury thua effietid is mch jae harmful than that 
resulting from the flood water of the Gangys and Ghagra. The 
danger of drought in less tp he feared, In the famine your of 
1877 no more than 19 inches fell at Ballina and and only 17°3 inechos 
in Rasra, Other years of marked deficiency wore 18M with 
23-6 inches: 1868 with 24 inches; 1555 and the following 
year with 27 and 2346 inchee respectively: and 1898 with 
2-24 inches. Ou the lust octasion the Ballia tahsil fared the 
worst, obtaining only 267 inohes in tho year, Banadih receiv=- 
ing more than six inches-in widition. On all other occasions 
the district has registored over 30 inches, amd thie amonnt 


obvintes real distroas, anless synchronizing with an early cessation 
of the mionsoun, 
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Ballin has somewhat andeservedly oljtainel the reputation 
of boing w very malariows and unhealthy district, though thin 
duseription only applies to certain seasons of the yenr, Though 
fever is undenltedly prevalent, and though large areas Tie 
lew snd are apt to be flooded and waterlogged from the anmal 
rim of (he great rivers, the country rears s strong aml 
vigorous rave of Rajputs, who cannot be the product of a really 
unhealthy tract. ‘The state of affairs is fairly illustrated by 
the vital atatiaties, the recorda of which, from 1801 onwards, 
are given in tho appendix." In the onse of this. district, 
indeed, the returns are available since ite formation. From. 
183i to TSO the average death-rate wae 2448 per mille, 
the highest figure being 28 in the Inst year. Por the ensuing 
indo the average was 26-12, the rise being dae to the abnormal 
mortwlity of 1804, when the rate rose to 4024 per mille ; this ts 
attributable not only to an unpreecdently largo nomber of deaths 
from fever, tmt aleo to the worst eutlreuk of cholera that has 
been experienced since the conatitation of the district, From 1901 
to 1005 the average rate was slightly over 40 por millo—a romult 
which may wholly be ascribed 10 the fearful ravages caused by 
plague, this disease being aceountable for mere than 51,000 destha 
inthe spacco? four years, Such a visitation is, of course, accidental, 
and the true death-rate of the district should be estimated from.

of thia scourge, In this way we olitain a mean doath-reto: of 
254 per mille, and thie figure by no moans betokens an 
unteslthy climate, as it compares very favourably with the rates 
observed in mont portions of the provinces. The returne of lirths are

Ii in undoubtedly trie, however, that actual malarial 
fever is theeommoncet canse of death, According to the returns 
it ashonnted for nearly 83° per cent, of the recorded mortality 
from 1881 to 1800, and for 81 per cont. during the following tou 
yeard, the proportion rising inthe alsence of other epdemmsa 
and falling when cholora, emall-pox or plague make tuwir appour- 
anco ine violont form.

year, Attompls are male on the outbreak of the discuss to chock 
ite epread by disinfecting wells, distributing medicines, and improy= 
ing the sanitary conditions of the villages; but little oan be effected 
by reason of the neglect.on the part of tho ignorant and bigoted.

deaths entmilly, or G7 per cent: of the total mortality, considar- 
able epulemios oeourring in mod yenra, atid capocially 1652, 
-{885, 1887 and 1890. Daring the ensuing decennial pariod thera 
was no improvement, aé the wrerage was 1,001 deathe or 0-0 por 
cont. ‘The worst outhroak waa that of 1801, when 6,235 persons. 
wore earriol off by the disease, whilo in 1900 another visitation 
of almost equal intensity was experienced. These, however, were 
eclipied in 1903, when the mortality amouniod to 6,555, the 
highoat figare on record, A large number of donthe wore again 
altrilutable to thie diseuse in 1905 ond the following yenr, wher 
tholéra raged throughout the eastern districts. 


Small-pox is another disease which is alway present in some Stal]-

Nearly half of theae oeourred in 1853, when 1594 person wore 
carriod off, and other epidemics were those of the first and Inet 
years, In the following deeale amiall-pox decrgaded by ovor 
fifty per cent, the total number of deaths being 1,770, or “7 per 
sont of the whole, ‘There was only one bad outbreak, in 1801, 
when over 1,000 deaths wore recorded. In subsequent yeurs thare 
linve ben one or two epidemics af no great magnitude, thechief 
being that of 1108, which waa generally a most nuhoalihy-your, 
The lowest figure was four deaths only in 1995. It if probable 
that the returns do not apply exclusively to amall-pox, as the term 
quifa embraces all eruptive disesses, such as chicken-pox and 
timaloe, although efforts are mae by the police and othar 
authorities to test the statements of the ¢haubidar. There ean 
tw no doubt that small-pox has diminished te a very great extant 
during tho past fifty yeare It is known that the disease vas 
once very prevalent in those parta, though no figures are obtain- 
allo, and its disappearance can only be attributed to vaccimation 
Tomg before Bullia became s district, it waa gesidrally mecognined 
that inoculation meant immunity, aod many of the oli] people hear 
the marke tothiv day, The practice wad displaced by vaceination 
soon. aftor tho mutiny, nnd ‘by the time that the district 
came inty existence it was alecady well protected.

to 1900 some 15,200 persons were vaccinated annually, the figure 
rising from 11,500 in the first, to 26,000 in tho last year.

Same mention has alroaly been made of the recont ravagos 
ef plague in this district, When the disense first mado its 
appearances in 1902, every possible precaution wad alopted to 
provent ite spread ; lait the people with on+ a:cord resisted all 
euch measures in the most determined manner. A momber of the 
modical staff was mercilessly beaten, tiod hand and foot, and 
plated on tho railway line; ho was resoucd just in timo, and somo 
of the ringleaders wore punished, Batthe result of this opposition 
was disastrous, for plague became endemic in the distnct ond 
in four years the mortality was enormous, cases occurring every 
day but one in 10M. Ax o rule, the mortality increases from 
Beptember onwards, reaching ite maximum height in March anil 
then abating till in June it almost censes, The people have now 
learnt by bitter experience the advantage of evacuating their 
houses, but have yet to learn that evacuation to be effective must 
he completa, In the munivipality of Ballia oll infoeted houses 
have een treated with perchloride of mercury with the most eatis- 
factory results, 28 no second ease has occurred in any house thus 
protected, There have been no instances of prophylactic inocu- 


ation, and little has boon done in the way of extorminating rats.

The other diseases uro of little account, save perhnpa oa 


regards dysentery and bowel complainta, which are accountable 


for large numbara of deaths every year, They aro frequently:

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notably the northern portions of the Bansdih and Raara tahails, 
goitre ia prevalent. This affliction is nuech in evidence throughout 
the course of the Ghagra and ita tributary the Rapti in these 
provinces, andl it is possible that the common belief that the disease 
in sesociatod wilh the waters of that stream has somo foundation 
in. fet.

The remaining Musatman castes which secur in numbers 
excending one thonannd are Darzis, 2,448; Rajputs, 1,790; Fagira, 
1,775; Hajjams or Nais, 1,762; and Cherthars ur makuty of plage 
bangles, 1,065. Tho Rajputs are mainly converts. from the 
Chauhan clan, and pre of littl: socal importance: they occur in» 
all the tahsils, boing moot numerous in Rasa. Among tho other 
eastis the chief nre Kutijras or greengrocers, Mita, Sniyide, 
Ranga or dyers, Quasalie or butehers, and Dufalis, who are 
heggara ani musicians of low repute. Among the Saiyide there 
are one or two families of small local importance, notably the 
Garderis of Kot in pargann Sikandarpur East.

The origin of the existing cultivating tunnres is in some 
reapects sittilar to that of samindari interest in the soil, aud 
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some  eaplanitio’ id notcssory to ahow bow the yuriots classes 
of tonatite came into exittendé in this district, Before the intro- 
duction of the pormanont sottloment there was rally no distine- 
tion hetweon rent aod revenue in the modern sense of the terms, 
dave in 40 for na the Intior represented! the sum poi bry the amila 
or Wintractors to the central government, anil the former that 
paid to thewe alficiale hy those in possesion of the land. This 
amount was onlculate! from what wee in actual practices m 
ryotwari weseesmont of all cultivated Innd; the private holdings 
of the samindira wore trented more lontently than the reat, and 
thie wre the origin of sir, The payments to tho amile were 
obtained either from « general rata per digha or ele by 
appratsement of the standing crop, thongh in many instanove 
réworh was had to an ‘actual division after harvest. The rates 
per bigha hed a natural tendency to become pormanent, owing 
io the unwillingness of the piople ty tubmit to a enhsnoemuts 
and the impossibility of collecting an incressed demand, The 
amount fixed between the amit and the samivdare sa the 
mil-aettiomunt wae invariably less than tha sum due to Govern- 
ment, nud generally less than the amount actually reoctved by 
the revenue collector, This difforence betwoon the ssseasmimt 
at acknowledged rates and the sum paid to ths amil constituted 
the saminder's profit, to which must be added the benefit 
dorived. from the lower revenue rate.on vir lands. Tho ¢ultivator 
pail what wae anjpoaed to represent half the produce, whether 
the wind got the whole or not, Consequently these rovenas 
tates, which wore determined for each pargans, wore the original 
fimt rates; by custom they became fixed, and tenants whose 
ronta have or can he assumed to have remiainod constant since 
the permanent aettlomont oro the tonentd at fixed rates, and for 
all prostical purposes ore equivalent to proprietor, Their 
Fights were in no way barred by the fact that higher rates were 
paid for mich ¢rops, anch av #tigdreane, tobacco, upium, anid.

the ordinary rontal for similar land otherwise cultivated. In 
spite of the assumed fixity of the rates the amils not annaturall 
attempted to obtain enhancements, and for this purpose. resorted 
‘to fraudulent devices, auch as the imposition of additional ceases 
and the employment of « shorter mensure of length, Another 
common almse was tho insisting on payment in kind in good 
years and in cash when the outtarn was poor; but as a matter 
of Inct rents in kind were favoured by the cultivators, who are 
mere than a match for the officials in the matter of appraisement, 
anil whatever system was adopted it asems cortain that the full 
half valoo waa nover paid in reality. These abuses were chocked, 
if not stopped altogether, by Duncan, who introduced « standard 
Digha, prohibited now cesses, adopted ns standard rates thoee 
nsowpted for 1187 Fasli, cucouraged the practice of paying rents 
in cash at the establiehed rates, and forbade an actual division 
of tho crop, substituting for it sppraisement before harvest, 
* together with m scale of rates pablished each year before the crop. 
was ripe, according to which the amount detarmined by appraise- 
ment was to be commuted to cash. 

The first logi#lation undertaken on behalf of the tennania 
waa the provision in Regulation Ll of 1795 for the issue of 
pattas or lonsea to cultivatora hy the samindare fixing the rent 
duo, the rate to be determined by rules established in the pargana, 
fappa, or faluga for similar Junds, To the same date may bo 
assigned! the origi of occupancy rights; for it was Imid down 
that biwdkoaht, or as they ate now called mawrusi, tenants could 
not be ejected 2o long as they paid the stipalated rent, nnd only 
poikasht tenants or tenants-at-will could be removed from their 
holdings on the expiry of the lense, A result of this enactment 
was that occupancy rates were fixed for ever, #0 that this clasa of 
holding became for proctical purposes identicn! with that of 
tenante at fixed rates. In other respects the reguiation proved of 
little effect, for owing to the ignorance of the cultivators very 
few leases were granted, though in spite of this the onhancementa 
appear to have heen very «mall, At the preparation of records 
of righta in 1840 allthe fixed-rate tenants wore definitely recorded, 
and at the revision of 1882 all holdings were #o entered 
which had beon received by deseont or tranafer from the maurun 
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tenants of 1540, provided no onhaneement hed taken place in the 
meantime. An innovation was introduced with Act X of 1859, 
which invented the ceempancy tenant of twelve years’ standing. 
‘Their renta were determined wt “fair and equitable” or “provail- 
ing”? rates, theae lwing somewhat iighor than the old fixed rates, 
as among other circtimatances the increased valuu of produce was 
taken inte consideration, though this wos merely a present 
to the srmindars, "The effect was, however, amall owing to the 
large aren under fixed rates, and it gave occupancy rights tom 
limited elnss, Not only was it impossible to prove a general 
enhancemont, but an increased rent could not be collected. 
Enhancemonta were for tho moet part confined to the puettidart 
mintes, where they were oltained by pressure aud by ojectmont 
for arrears. In auch ¢illages the tenants proper were not strong 
enough to prevent the intrusion of newcomers, while the owners 
alwaya had the alternative of taking the land into their own culti- 
vation if the old tenant refased to #abmit. Another reason for the 
same effect of the legislation of 1859 was that it was not followed 
by any record-of-righta defining the posseasion of tenants, and the 
absence of thie record tended to discourage attempts at enhanoe- 
ment, for every tonant claimed to hold #t fixed rates, and this 
contention had to be disproved before any farther stepa conld he 
taken, Of more importance was the introduction of Act X VILL 
of 1873, which materially aliered the status of simple occupancy 
tenanta by making thiir rights non-transferable aml limiting the 
succession of inheritance. However well mited these provisions 
wore for temporarily settled districts, they here proved an 
npdoulited hardship, Hitherto the tenante had shared with the 
semindars in the eal of the pérmanent sctilement: they 
could do what they liked with their land, and the sale of tenant 
righta frequently fetched na much ax Ke. 990 per acre. The 
abolition of this privilege in the cnee of a wortain clase 
rowulted in the practical disapponrance of their credit, and placed 
the simple occupancy tenant in » position widely different from 
that of the tenant at fixed rates, The same Act created » new 
eluan of tenants in the shape of ex-proprictary holders of #ir Innd;

The history of the district in this commection is raflected by the 


setts oondition of nfYairs prevailing at the present time. Of the total 





oultivated area 27°77 per cent, is in the hande of the proprietors 
themselves, either as gir or Miudbaalt, The proportion is highest 
in the pargann of Lokhneeat, Bhadaon and Garka, in egch of 

whiok it amounts to nearly 50) por cont, In Lakhuesar practi- 
cally all the land would be sir if the local distribution wore 
compact; but the different holdings are scattered in the moss 
complicuted manner, and a camindar perforce cannot cultivate 
all his land himself, This does not imply that all the sir Innd te 
in the-actual. mitivation of the owner, although it had its origin 
in that way and the greater part still retains its old character; 
the rest is tilled by suli-tenauts, who are very numerous in thie 
dixtrict, The proportion is aleao high in the two parganns of 
Kopaschit sud Kharid, where it amounte to about one-third 
of the wholo,. There the territorial distribution of the Rajput 
clans ie fairly clearly defined, although all the members are nob 
sumindéra, some being only cultivators who have: lost or never 
posteased proprictary right, while ono or two large estates have 
gone into the hands of anction-purchasers, In the two paryanna 
of Sikandarpur the Propristary orca closely approximates to the 
district average, but in Ballia only 22 per cent, of the Land in ag 
beld anid in Doaba nob more than S per cent, the lather figure. 


being due to the peculiar ciroumatances of that pargans, which

The figures given above do not take into aocourit the arca 
held by shikmis or sab-tenanta.

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present time the area in which rente are.paid 1 in kind amounts to 
10,478 nores of 2-00 per cent, of the entire cultivation, and with 
fow exceptions ik is composed of rico lond of o more or less 
precariows character, in which tho produce i# always uncertain, 
More than one-third of this land es in pargans Sikendarpur 
West, aud the bulk of the remainder in Kharid, Pallia and 
Kopachit West. Sometimes too the practico of taking rents in 
kind prevaila in the newly formed alluvial areas along the 
Ganges, The rent is nally estimated wt half the produce, and 
ia gither caloninted by apprnisement just bufore harvest, or clase 
ia paid by an actual division of the crop, it is # common prac- 
fice to add something to the Iandlord’s shore on aecount of 
costes, ond these extra payments are locally known na serahi 
and pachua or neg, varying from two to five sera per maund af 
the whole estimated outturn, 

From the foregoing accounts of the cultivating tenures it 
will be ovident that the cnsh rentals afford no index of the for- 
tility of the land, nor indeed of the relative capacities of the 
various parganas, Nearly all the good land is hel either as sir, 
or by fixed rate or o¢eupnucy, so thatthe rents paid by tenante- 
at-will are necessarily low. <A truer idea is obtamed hy an 
examination of the rent’ of sub-tenanta, these being fixed by 
computition and not by eystom, This is also the enee in 
pargans Laklinesar, which has the highest rent rate in. the 
district, although possessing decidedly the least fertile soil. ‘There 
the occupancy rights were only acquired under Act X of 1859, 
the whole of the land boing formerly considurnd os sir, the out- 
lying portions of which were leased by one za¢mindar to another 
at acompuratively light rate, In Kopachitand Kharid the avornge 
ratoa ary nearly identical, but relatively to fertility rents are-much 
higher in the former pargana, where tho tenants have had a good 
deal of onhaneoment forced upon them anil are not ao well off as 
thir mighbours, The returns of 1005 show that for the whole 
district the average rent paid by tenants pt fixed cates waa: 
Rs. 315-2 per acre, ranging from Rs, 4-10-1 in Donba to 
Ra. 2-15-0in Kopachit West; the average forthe Ballia tabsil 
wai Re 4-4-5 and for the reat of tho district Ra, 34-0 per acre. - 
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first with Ra, 4-7-3, after which comes Rusra with Re, 4-0-7 and 

Baredih with Ra, 8-11-11. The rates for tenonts-ot-will were 
practically the aame, the only marked oxecss being found in the: 

Ballia tuheil, whore they averaged Re, 4-10-7, while in Banelits 

they were actually Jower than tho privilege rate, for the reason 

given above. The rate for eub-tenants, which more closely 
“approximate to a trus competition rental, was Re. 7-2-0 per sere 

for the wholo district, Rs: 10-15-7 in the Ballia tahoil, Ha, 6-1-7 

in Redra ond Rs, 5-2-2 in Ranedih. Those rates are not entirely 

accurate, for in the firat place many holdings inclade non-ronted 

arena, while secondly the recorded rente cannot be cousidored 
altogether roliable, especially in the casaof non-occupaoy tenanta, 

At the zamo time it is certain that thera has been a considerable 

rise in tho whikimi renta during late years, and also in the general 

rent-rute of certain tracta whore, owing to special causes, tho 

pressure on the land has incressed,-oy ite value has been enhanoed 

on sooourt of improved communications and other reasons, 
Occupancy rates are atill very moderate and are seldom enhanced ; 

and as they apply to the greater part of tho district the rental 

tusy be considered aa vory light indeed, compared with what is * 
paid for similar land in temporarily settled tracts. ‘Thaorwtinally 

caste privilege i# not reeoguited, but aa a matter of practinn 
cultivators of the lower castes almost invariably pay higher rents 

iban tho Brahmans and Rajputs. ‘This resalte rather from their 

social position than from # recognition of their superior capacity, 

althongh Kovris and other tenauts of tho market-gardening class 

always pay the highest rents. a 

Mention has been made of the old custom whereby special Bpectl 
mites were paid for sugarcane and other valuable crops in old aaron S| 
days. At the present time it has died outin the parganas of 
Lakimesar, Dosa, Garha, and Ballin, excepting two villages, but 
eleewhore it survives to a varymg extent. In Kopachit the 
(practice is almost universal to this day, but in the other parganss 
‘it dw confined to a fow villages. ‘This custom mpplies only to 
mgarcane nowadays, anid inknown wa thoheahhi wth. In Kopachit 
Kast the rate for sugarcane land ranges from Ra 5 to Ha, 6 pero 
noro when the field haw Iain fallow. in the previous yeur, while:

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ADMINISTRATION AND REVENUE. 





Tho district is in the charge of a Magistrate anid Colleotor 
who ia subject to the control of the Commissioner of Benares, 
The sanctioned magisterial and rovenue staff consista of three 
depiity magistrates and collectors with first-<ilass powers, one 
with powers of the sécond class, and the threo tahsilders, eazh of 


whom exercises criminal and revenue powers af tho third andl. 


socoud classes rospoctively. At the present timo there are five 
honorary magistrates, of whom Babu Bisheswar Kunwar of 
Sohutwar has third-olass powers within the limite of the Bansdih 
police circle, Habu Padam Doo Narayan Singh of Bains has 
similar powers in Bairin and Reoti, Balm Ran Parkash Singh 
in thana Nagrs, Babu Rajendra Partah Narnyan Singh in thane 
Haldi, and Maulvi Abal Baka in the Sikandarpor circle. For 
the purposes of civil jurisdiction the district is included in the 
judgeship of Ghazipur, subordinate to whom are the muusifa of 
Ballia nnd Rasra, between whom tho urea is divided, with the 
exception of pargana Garhe, which is alministered by the munsif 
of Muhammedabad in Ghazipur. The circle of the Ballia munsif 
comprises the parganas of Ballia, Doaba and Kharid; and that 
of Rasra the rest of the district, excluding Garha.. There are also 
two honorary munsifs: Bolu Gobind Prasad Narayan Singh for 
Kharid ond Sheikh Abdul Ahad of Pharsatar for Sikandarpur 
Weat and Bhadaon, The experiment of village munsife has not pet 
been attempted. Criminal sppeals and sessions work aroentrusted 
to the judge of Ghaxipur. The remaining official staff consists 
of the superintendent of police, the civil surgeon and an assistant 
surgeon. in charge of the Ballin dispensary, the district surveyor, 
the high school, 

As ot present constituted Ballin is divided into three tahaila 


and ten parganas. The latter aro of little use for practical 


purposes, and aa in Gorakhpur and Basti, they have in some 


stall, 
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instances bean divided between different tahsila, in order to 
gectre & Moré convenient arrangement of miminiatratiye aub- 
divisions. Tho Ballin tahsil comprises the four parganas of 
Ballia, Doaba, Kopnohit Eastand Garha. The Rasra tah! also 
has four parganas, Lakhtosar, Kopachtt Weat, Sikandarpur West 
amd Bhadaon; and the Banedih toheil includes Klarid oni 
Rikandarir East, Some of the parganas are subdivided inte 
loppar or into fefeqee or into both, Thesa are nanally held 
jointly by large Rajpot communities; and az Inte as tho permi- 
newt settlement the entire parganm of Lakhnesar formed a single 
maluol, 

Ballia ia one of the youngest of the districta of the United 
Provinces, as it did not atiter upon a s»parate existence till 1879, 
When the Nawah Wasir of Oulh malo o formal coasion of tho 
aoveraignty of the Province of Benarey to the East Indin Com- 
patiyin 1775, the tract waa incluiled in the smindart of the 
Benarer Raja aud remained in his metus) pesseesion bill 1704, 
wher Raja Muhip Narayan Singh surrendered the control to the 
Governor-General by tho agreement of the 27th of October of 
that your. In 1519 tho present pargane of Doaba, which had 
hitherto heen # part of Thihia in Shalalel, wor ‘erred to 
the revenue subdivision of Ghaxiptr, and shortly atiorwards the 
Inttor was eeparated from Benares and became an independent 
district. It comprised mot only the exiating district of that 
nan, but also the whole of Ballin, Tn 1832 a redistribution of 
territory occurred, and pargana Sikendarpar, and probably 
Bhedson; was assigned to Azamgath; aid-again in 1837 portions 
of Kopachit and Kharid were assigned to the samo district. For 
some time no further changes took plaso, and the Ballis tabs 
comprising the Balliay Doaha and Kherid parganss, formed a» 
subdivision of Ghazipur under « covunanted ossintanh) posted ay 
Ballia, On the Ist of November 1879, hoterer, the district of 
Hallia was crested by adding to the old subdivision the parganne 
of Lakhnesarond Kopschit from the Reite tahetl, and thoes of 
Bhaduon and Sikandarpar from the Nagra tehsil of Azamenrl. 
These parganaa were conatituted a naw tabeil with head 
ot Roare. The Zohurabad pargane waa retained in Ghaaipar and 
mitashod fo. the Korantadih taheil; while porgans Nethwpor,

itherto belonging to thy now extines Nagra tahsil, was added to 
Sagri in the Azamgarh district, On the 10th of April 1882 a 
third taheil, known os Bansdih, was formel out of pargunn 
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Kharid aud 295 villages of Sikandurpur, to which waa given the 


nuna of Sikandarpur East, At the same time 212 villages of 
Kopachit were transferred to Bollia and made into the now 
pargand of Kopachit East. On the let of April 1883 « further 
addition waa maile by uniting tappa Dhaka of pargana Zohur- 
aliud, comprising some $0 square milow, with Sikandarpur West; 
and on the 18th of November 1854 thirteen villoges af Lakhnessr, 
lying on the right bank of the Sarju, anc. surrounded by villages 
of Ghazipur, wore given buck to thot district, “The Inavimport- 
ont change took place on the 8th of March 1892, when the 168. 
villages of pargans Garha, togethor with Sarai Kota of Muham- 
madahad, woro made over to Ballia and inclnded in the Ballin 
tabsil, This transfer was anpplemented in July of tho same 
year by extending tho beandary of Garha 20 na to include the. 
large village of Narainpur and two others Subsequent alterations 
of the boundary have been effected in another direction m= tho 
result of the erratic action of the great rivera. Thus on the fh 
of Juno 1802 the village of Diara Khawaspur waa traneforred 
from Shahabed in Bengal to Ballia as the Ganges had left-it on 
iho left bank; and on the th of January 1590 «still larger area, 
inoluding the four villages of Bijaurs, Sitel Patt, Bheopur acd 
Belaipah, waa similarly made over to Ballia from Shaheabad, 
Various other exchanges were mado in 1106; lt they are of 
little importance, as they scldom affect the population, since the 
inhabitants of @ diluyiated site. generally, retiro inland and. do 
ob cross. the river, 

In the preennce of these numeroas and axtensive changes it 
ig far from easy to. give @ connected anid coupise nocount of tho 
fecal history of the district; but the task ia greatly simplified by 
the fact that almost the entire area is permanently settled. Pro 
porly speaking, tho account of the fineal history begins with, ther 
assumption of the control of the province by the British Govern- 
mont in 1775; though tho nctusl administration did not commenes 
Singh. of Benoros, As m matter of fact, omy portion. of the 
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district had already come into the possession of the British, for 
in 1765 Bihar was made over to the Eash India Company 
together with Bengal and Origza, anil thie province ineluded 
pargana Doaba, which remaine! in the districts of Shahabaid and 
Enran till 1818. In these early days the old native system was 
maintained, whereby annnal settlements were male by theamils ur 
revenue collectors in each pargana, The amount to be paid by 
these officials was fixed beforehand by competition, and then tbo 
amila proceeds] to raise ns much as thoy could collect by 
agreement with the eamindars, or, in the event of their rect 
sancy, with the cultivators themselves. Sometimes, too, the settle- 
ment was made with an outeider, ehould the samindar refuse to 
engage ; but this practice was avoided as far as possible, os the 
old proprietors were the most natural and convenient agents for 
collecting. ‘The arrangement waz no more antiefaotory in Bens 
rea than in other provinces, tho chiof reason being that it war 
impossible to place an aequate check on extortion or to: eafo- 
guard in any way the interests of the agricultural conimunity, 
No real alteration of policy was, however, slopted till the days 
of Mr, Jonathan Duncan, who was appointed Resident of 
Benares in 1787, Ho ot onco directed his attention towards 
securing an improved condition of affnirs, aa tho provinces waa 
in @ Most unsatisfactory condition and large areas of hitherto 
fertile land had become waste on secount of famine and the 
general miamannagemont. His first step was to abolish compoti- 
tion betwuen amills and to introduce a regular settlement based 
on the nscertained collectiona of previous years, In order to 
prevent further exactions, all additional cesses wern prohibited, 
and it was Inid down that in nocase should the rates of 1779 he 
exceeded. ‘The amis wero still retained, but in 1758 their 
lesaea were given for a period of five yeara on the eondition that 
they should make subsetzlemonts with the samindare on the 

The next groat step waa that of imitating the scheme of w per- 
manent settlement devised for Bihar and the greater part of lower 
Bengal, The measure was not attempted hastily, aa it involved 
such an important departure from the existing principles, and 
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while it wns adlmittedly an experiment on the part of tho admi- 
nistration, its import wae nwither understood nor appreciated Ly 
tho pareons more immediately concerned, The demam] wsseesed 
ity 1790. was al first sanctioned for four years, then for tn, then 
for the lifo of the persons ongnging, and finally under Regulation 
If of 1795, in wae declared pormonent for ever. As already 
mentioned in the preosding chaptur, thia permanenoo involved 
arcweuition of proprictery right in porpetuity—an iden whieh 
war altogothor now to the Inndowners, who in many cases rofumed 
to ongagy, fniling to appresiate the benofite that would this 
noorue to them, Jn-euch eases the land waa given in farm ons 
temporary sottlament to others, and thin wyatem of farming was 
not flually abaniloned till 1810, The general rulos guiding the 

provoltiny laid dows that Jenses, specifying the dumand anil 
other conditions, ehould bo givati to the capelentars ¢ lat thiseould 
not be-carrind out initaantirety owing to to absonre of any regis- 
toy of proprivtary holdings and of the various papors which are 
now getftiyully known as anord of rights Tn mebanl prestiin 
tho Joases were given to certain yurtons who eame forward anil 
undertook the engagements, and who were afterwards known as 
Lomond ¢ hut those didnot by any means inchade all the inter- 
cited. partios, for it was rocognised that the proprictary right: waa 
yetel in tho whole body of samindara and pattidara, This 
rodogtition afterwards resulted in the separation of Joval areus 
and the sulddivision of joint villages, and in tho aleence of any 
aullioriiative record the process wanally proved extremely difli- 
cult, Numberloss dinputoa took pluce, not unfrequently attoncdedd 
sath viulunce, for the distribution of the proprictary interest on 
the bmsis of actual possesion turned out to be avery different 
mutter froma division into shares according to a getenlogionl 
treo, ‘Tho ease of pargnna Lalhnosar has beon alrealy mentioned 





in doaling with tho led tenures of the district. Tero thorntes 


of assessment proved impessible to follow, and consequently the 


roverrus fixed in tho lump hy Raja Balwant Singh wat allowed 


to continue unaltored, and fornearly a century Do attempt was 


rome to define thé limits of the interests hold hy the. innumerable 
eo-starers. ‘The sotthimint of patgana Kopachit wae mate by 


Mr, Treves, tho junior ussistunt at Bongres, and thet of Bal 
5 
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Garha, Kharid and Sikanderyur hy the ayéste whose work was 
suporvised by Mr, Duncan himeclf. Pargana Doaba was not 
settled til] 1700, the Masesomont being at first for ten yours and 
then forever, The Bihar officials onyaged in this work conducted, 
their operations under somewhat diferent rulee from those laid 
down by Mr. Duncan. Appurettly the idea wae thal any attempt 
nt unhascement should be discouraged, ond among other codi- 
fidne i waa oid down that wherv a fixed demand had been im 
foree it shoulil not be altered, The result ia to be seen in o moet 
inwlequate ruven denand, a oolorious example being afforded 
hy toluqo Singehi, where the old customary assessment of one 
gold mohar per mause, or Re. HM for the wiolo ediate, was 
allowed to continue, whoreas « hundred years later tho rent-roll 
waa twarly Rs, 50,000, the incidunco of the revenue being leas than 
seven pies por sare of cultivation.

The total for the present district wae Ra 5,74,212, and this sum 

has romained unalterel, co forse tho ectual laude coneerned aro 

involved.

Fecal ot Tho chief obj.ction to the permanent settlement lay in the 
ol fyot that it was not suffiuiently complote, Numorou: difficulties 
| : ovcurrad in actual practice, for which no provision had been 
madly, and which bel in a short time to serious trouble, The 
firat of the omissions was the whsenoo of any survey and tho 
definition of boundaries. Numberloss dispntes arogo between tho | 
ownnrs al thi Various pattie on tho question af Sena rae 
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alee from the want of correspondence between actunl possossdion 
anil the extent of shares a9 theorotically dutermined hy ancestral 
right, Mony other quarrels, too, aprang up in coneequence of 
taking engagements from the iembaerdare; for it way soon 
ooknowledged that the latter did not fully represent tho proprictary 
intorest, while their status undoubtedly gavo them an unfair 
ilvaritage, Before the permanont settlement it was genurally 
tho case that all members of thenlan were in sate sense Stimin- 
dura, the best instance of this being found in pargana Lakinesar, 
where the atte of affaire still correspouds with that prevailing 
jo the hill districts of Kumaun, and the words Sengarand suoi- 
dur aresyuourmou, Iu oshur eases tho lending familiog appro- 
jiriated the scmiadini right, and the weaker momiiers of the 
clan were reduced to tho position of more tenants of their eer holil- 
ings, No attampe to doal with this problem had been made a 
tho pérmanont settlement, aud comsoqucntly much of the injustice 
done waa irromuliahle, Wurthir traulile waa causal in many 
insinnies by the rigil aystem of collvetion, Whon a proprictor 
or ® oormmunity fell into arrears recourse was remlily hw] to 
ale; and thai on acsount of tunmporary balances the land 
Waa alienated in perpowity. ‘The mischief dune by adhering 
to this «ystem was very great, for it was long before Govern- 
ment recégnised the inexpedieney of ejecting the old owners 
of the soil, ‘This trath was broug't homy to the authorities 
in an unplossant manner by the rovulte of thaw sales, for the 
austion-purchaser wat in many cases unable to obtain possession, 
while almost invariably any attompt to enforce ib was eccom- 
panied by rioting aud violence, An endeavour waa made oxpori- 
mettally to remedy these dlefeyts in Regulation VIIT of 1800, 
whoreliy a register was to be prepared showing the name of each 
ésiate, the proprictors, tho villagers aud shares hola hy epoh, the 
grivs reutal, and the details of monsurement whore nalroady 
ascertainable, In practice thie proved of little use, for the

Under Regulation XII of 1817 the duties of purtwarts werw 
defined. ‘Thoy wore directed to submit roturne twiee youcly,

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held by them. Very few of these returns aro now extant, and 
indeed the only old records comprise n list of rovenue-free teunrad 
of 1210 Fasli and tho ‘mutation registor of 1560. Tho later 
showed all tho changes that had oceurrod since tho permanont 
settlement, embodying all corrections made in previous years, link 
it was opan to tho same defect in that the lambardarenlone were 
recorded n@ proprietors, twas not till 1840 that Regulation VE 
of 1822 and Rogulation LX of 1833 were applied to Ghazipur and 
a complete record of rights propared.

Sir R) Montgomery. A further revision was mide in those two 
puicganas in 1847 by Mr. J. Wedilerhurn, togethor with jm 
reatjustment of settlement in some alluvial lands, The rveord | 
of righte comprised the kAtera, which gave for every field 
wu tumbor, the dotait of length and breadth, the area caloalated: 
hy multiplying tho average Iength and breadth, the name of 
the cultivator ancl the crop; the thetiowni, arranging the 
various holdings by pattie ond. tenures; the Rhewat or record:

dif the fiseal history and village custome. The records were fairly 
necurste, oxoupt in iho easy of pargann Lakhnesar, where they 
proved practically welese ‘Thoy were, however, in many respects 
incomplete, mi rent-free holdings were cither entored wrongly oF 
not shown mt all, sie lands were seldom recorded ag such, fow 
dima holdings were registered, and ganwadh tonures. were 
incorporated in those of wweupaney tenants. Another disadvant- 
age was the inaccuracy resulting from so rough a system of oltain- 
ing arcs; aud much of the undoubted advantage derived fram 
the work waa rendered of no avail by the failore to maintain

‘Tn 1860 the collector of Ghazipur attempted to liring the 


Povisiosts. willago papors up to date through the agenay of the potweria, tat 


~Hitle good was effected in thie way. A partial revision was 
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undartaken butween 186¢ and 1865 by Rai Baldco Bakhah, doputy 
colloutor ; but this only dealt with 430 villages of tho present die 
trict, aa suffured from ihe defect of not being authoritative, aa 
it was carried out on behalf of those camindare who agrood to pay 
tha coat, At the aamo time the preperation of the village papers 
for pargana. Lakhneeur was undertaken under the order of Govern 
mont by Munshi Dwbi Prasad, thon tahsildar of Rasra. ‘This 
proved a very onerous task, but waecomploted with fair sucecas, 
although inbsequent exnmination oxposed numorons errors, 
Eventnally it was founil necessary to resort to-n fogular 
rovision for tho whole of tho Ghasipur district, and the pargona 
now included in Gallia wore brought under ‘sottloment in July 
1380, The whol of tho work was carriod out by the colloctor, 
Mr_D. T. Robvria, assioted by two dopnity colloctora. The rovieion

Whim, Humayun returned from Gujarat, ho resolved to acttle 
affairs in Bihar and Bongal, though thia course obviously involycl 
a conflict with Shor Khan, ‘Tho latter had alreatly defeatoi the 
forees of Mahmud atid had taken possession of Gaur; and from 
that place he sent a message to Humayun, who hal thon renched 
Benares, proposing to give up Bihar to the emperor on ccadtition 
of hia remaining as ralorin Bengal. Humayon readily agreed to 
thie wugevetion, lint afterwards was persuaded by Matomnul to 
invade Bengal, andl this section led to opem war, In 1555 Homa- 
yim reached Gaur, aud while resting nt that place the country in 
his roar fell entirely into the possession of Sher Khan, whose 
officers drove out all tho Mughal governors. Hamayun. too late 
nitempied to retreat, but waa overthrown at tho-battle of Chaunne 
om the Ganges, close to the borders of this district. Hie dufene

Civil war then on¢e more onsned between: the 
5 curious claimants to the throne, and, ae far ow con be ascertained 
from tha hopeless confusion of the recerda, Bihar and Jannpar 
remaine!, nat lonat nominally, in tho bands of Miuhasmal Adil 
Shuh, who continued to reign im tho east till his death in) 1556 a8 
the hands of Bahwlur Shah of Bengal. In that year Humayun tind 
resestiblished himself at Agra, while in-1556 the youthful Alcbar 
overthrow the Afghare at Paniput and gained possession of Dehli, 
‘The cast, however, till remained to bo conquered once again, anil 
i¢ waa nat till 1650 that Ali Quli Khan, Khan Zaman,effeoted tho 
reduction of Jaonpur and brought thie district umfer the imperial 
eontrol.” ‘For the reet of Akbar's reign thera is no montion of 
Ballia, though the country was doubtless affeeted by thie exes uatit 
rebellion of Khan Zaman, who hod scined Ghazipur a8 well es Joup- 
pur. Tho history of this insurrection, which waa not finally 
quelled IL 1597, helouga properly to the oevount of Jacnpur, 
That place wes then given, together with Ghazipur anil Benares, 
to Monim Khan, Khon-i-Khanan, who administered hia jagir 
With fren success for many yours. 
Tho fseal records of Alchar's reign furnish a cortain amount 
~ of information reyarding the state of Ballin at thattime, but throw 
wory little fresh light on-the obssuro history of the district, In 
many ports of Hindnostan the statements contained in the 
Ain--Abbert are povuliarly valuable as showing the territorial 
distribution of the various Chhoatiri clans at that opoch, but 
in the case of Ballin it is disappointing to find the clan bnspectiied 
‘din every instancs butoue. The tract lay parily in the sarkor 
of Cihazipur, the remainder, with tha exception of Donha, 
belonging to Jaunpur. Both of those sarkare wore inoludid

divided hetwoen other well known clans with clearly marked 
ephores of influence, Tthad « cultivated area of 30,916 bighwa, 
and paid a revenue of 14.45,743 dame, The pargann was clearly 
ii) a prosperous state, for it was able to provide no fewer than $0 
horsemen and 6,000 foot soldiers. In all parte of the Ballin 
tlistrict tho numbers of tho local levies are remarkable, though 
the fast perhaps is only natural in view of the warlike disposition 
for whioh the Eujpute of the district have mt all times been noted, 
There waa n brick fort on the banke of the Ghagra at the pargane | 
eapital, which appears to have been the principal place in tha 
district. Siknndarpur waa then somowhat larger than ot present, . 
a four tuppas wore afterwards transferred to Azamgarh, though. 
the loss wna to some extent compensated by the addition of tape 
Dhaka from Zshurabad and Shak Salempar from Kopachit, 
The kading samindars were Brahmans, a3 tho Bais had wot yet 
asserted their supremacy, the traditional date of their advont 
being 1625.

In the serkar of Ghazipur were the four 
mthuls of Ballis, Kopachit, Lakhneasr and Garha, In each 
ease the camindars are deseribed merely ae Rajputa without 
any distinction of clan, Tho territorial arrangement was preaum- 
ably the same as at present: Garha is the property of Dhuinhars, 
but these peoplo invarinhly appear in the Aim--Abbert ws 
either Brahmans or Rajputs, Ballia, which furnished 200 cavalry 
am] 2,000 footmen, paid 12,50,000 dams on a cultivated aren of 
23.345 loghaw, In Kopachit thora were 19,267 bighta under 
eoltivation, und the revenue was 942,190 dama; tho loeal 
contingent being 20 horse and 2,000 foot, For Lakhnesar no 
détails wre given under the latter bead; tho pargana appeare 
to have been in w backward state, os only 2,585 bights 
were cultivated and the revenue wna 1,26,686 dams. Garho, 
which contributed 200 footmon, was aasodsed ot 5,00,000 
Py the land undor cultivation amounting to 10,049 
ict a.

doubt, frequent references to both Ghasipur aod Jaunpur, though 


thase chiefly rolate to tho mame of the officers in charge of those 


tations, ‘These appomntments noweessarily affected Ballia, but the 
fecord# contain no specific mention of the district, and it. is 
needless here bo ropont the chronjoles of Ghayipar, Jaunpur anil 
Azamgarh, which have been dealt with intheir proper place.

Balwant Ringh was giad to olfevt a compromise, the sriwndara 


being loft in possession of their estates at a low fixed revenue 


which has remained unchanged unto this day. 

The same year saw the activi interference in the province 
on tho part of the Kast Indin Company, When Shah Alam 
waa defeated at Buxar, tho forgua of Balwant Singh had been 
detached fram thu imperial army av the attinude of thal obiaf 
was open to mspicion. His inteuiled treachery was proved by 
the result, for when by the treaty of tho 20th Doaumber 1704, 
Shoh Alam milo over Ghazipur snd all the other possessions of 


Balwant Singh to the Company, the Raja wos allowed to retain 


the province on an annual lease. The Court of Direntora 
refused to ratify this agreement, which was replaced by the 
treaty of Alinhabad mgned onthe 16th of August 1765, whormby 
the Nawal Waiir undertook to loavo Balwant Singh in posses 
sion, 0 long a hu paiil the same revenue aa formerly, Inspiteaf 
the repeated efforts of Shuja-ud-laaly to break thie engagement, 
Balwant Singh retained his position ull hia death in 1770. He 
was succeeded hy hia Mlegitimate son, Chet Singh; who continued 
to govern the provinoe on the lines Inid down by hie father. 
Tho different parganns, or groups of pargauss, were leased to. 
anvils, who wore the actual administrators anil only responsible 
to the Raja for the revenue. Hoallia, Khorid, Sikandarpor, 
Kopochit and Lakhuosar wero then holil by Mir Shorif Aut, and 
Garha by Rakhi Singh, « connection of the Raja on bis mother’s 
aide. In 1774Shuja-ad-louls died, anil « year later his succussor,, 
Asai-ud-doula, mule over to. the Conmany tho sovervignty of all 
the districts dependent on Raja Chot Singh, this traaty being. 
signed at Lucknow on the 2let of May 1775. Purgana Doaba 
had already come into the possession of the British ten yoare 
carlior, for in 1765 the East Indian Company had obtained the 
grant of the diwan of Bongal, Bihor and Orissa, Tho change: 
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of soversign did not nt first affect the provineo vory closely, for 
Chet Singh waa confirmed in the government on payment of # 
fixed revenue, On his deposition in 1781, Warron Hastings 
install eck ship Naruyan Singh as Rajs, but with strictly 
wees this date the administration for all practical purposes 
passed into tho hanile of the Company, Tho mint, tho 


civil and criminal justioe had been taken from the Rajs, and. 


though the revenne wa still nominally ander his supervision, it 
was virtually under tho managemotit of the Resident, The old 
eyitem of ameala was, however, maintained in its entirety, awl, as 
has been already mentioned in the preceding chapter, the fecal 
history of theudistrict does not properly begin till tho appointment 
of Mr. Jonathan Duncan us Resident in 1787, In spite of the 
eformation effected with regard to the settlement of the land 
rovetiue and in numerous other dircstions, it soon. hocame 
abundantly evident that the Raja was wholly unfit t for this ack 
niseration of the provines, and in 17/4 a new 
male, separating the Werritorios jmimediately under the Beitiah 
Government from the Reja’s family domains. This step hal 
hesomo urgent owing to the disorganised state of the country, 
Continued famines had caused tho groatest distrrea and thrown 
wide arous out of cultivation, while in every direction lawlesmess 
wasmanifes. Of thie Ballia afforded suveral notables examples, 
Tn 1750 a gang of two hundred Dueadhe from the district had 
attached und looted the town of Gaya in Bengal, and the same 
people kept the Ganges and Ghagra in o porpetual ula of 
inuceurity, These criminals were of vourss protwoled hy the 
saMmiadars, who received a yearly triturte from the gunge that 
foond refage in their villagws, Ocewsionnlly tho samindare 
themeelyes imitated the oxample of their retninora, and ditring: 
Mr, Thincan’s time a party of travelling merchants were murdered 
nt Muuiae, am their money divide! among the village owners, 
Aé al of a-eonowhat higher etamp wat Jagannath Singh, 
the chief of the Sikandarpar Binis, whoe caroer somewhat 
reaemblos that of his pamesnkeo im the district of Sullanpor in 
Qwlh. Ho hod been deprive! of his ontule by tho Raja of 
Benares, and wandured aljout the country with a tand of armed: 
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followers, levying exactiona on tho villagers, Under Sf, 
Duncan's administration ho was arrested and brought inte 
Benares, but was. released at the request of the Sengars of Lakb- 
nesar, who hound thomselycs to he responsible for his good 
behaviour, Mr, Duncan endenvoured by every means to 
induce him to adopt # peaceable mode of living, and the 
Parsia faluga wae male over to him, This, however, did nos 
titisfy Jagannath, who Ieid elsim to many other lands and 
eventoally demanded tho restoration of the whole Sikandarpur 
pargans. This proved too much for the Sengars, who arrested 


him anid brought him to Bonares. There ho waa again relonsod, 


this time on the eeeurity of the Kausike of Chit; bub he forth- 
with heeame an-open rebel, dufying the authority of Government 
and committing robberies; arson an! murdor in every direction, 
Troops wore deputed against him on several occasions, but on 
their approuch he invariably retired anross the Ghagra, éo thas 
from 1705 it lecame necessary to keep a military foree peri 
hently quartered in the Ballin district, A reward of Re. 10,000 
was offered for hie arrest, but it was not till 1800 that he was 
aurprised by a party of cavalry when hiding in a woul some 


didtanes from hie fort, Jagannath was then sentenced to along 


poriod of imprisonment and obtained hiv release only in 1816. 
He wae given « pension of Re. 5) a month, and in 1822 Lord 
Amborat, with surprising generosity, restored him to the fuluga 
of Parsin. 


In 1818 Ghasipur became a separate collectorate, the first 
_ officar placed in an independent charge being Mr. RB, Barlow. 


The sabsequent changes in the area and the transfors of territory 
between Azamgarh aud Ghaspur have been montioned in eonnec~ 
tion with the fiscal history, The latter comprises all thas is of 
any importance in the wnnala of Ballin, and no incident worthy 
of record occurred in this district till the muting of 1837, |

of its own, and the events which wre in any way connevted with

Ghuzipur. Thore was no military station within the limite of 


tho present «istrict, aud no resident European oflivers ; so thab 
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there was no occasion for the massacre of tho helpless or for tha 
horoic defence maintained by a handful of devoted mon against 
appalling odds, which have rondered the names of othor districts 
fomilinr for all time. Moreover, while Azamgarh was lost end 
regained more than once, tho possession of Ghazipur remained 
undisturbed throughout, and though for many months thero waa 
anarchy, the nominal administration of tho district was presurved 
from firat to last. 

‘Symptoma of disafoction soon hocame visible after the news 
of the Meerut outhresk had reached Ghazipar, anil no relingice 
was placed on the 65th Native Infantry which garrisoned that 
place, The sepoys, however, showed no great disposition te 
risa, and imieed averred that thoy intended to remain faithful 
at lonst so Jong a4 the troops at Dinapore continued stend find, 
Their behaviour contrasted etrangly with that of the 17th Native 
Infantry wt Azamgarh, one of tha mout notorionsly disloyal of 
the company’s regiments. ‘The Ghasipur district, too, was fortan- 
ate in ite officers, the colloctor being Mr. A.: Itoes, ond) the 
joint magistrate Mr. J, Bax, who was in chorge of the Ballia 


suldivision. No vigorous measures were necestury during the 


month of May, but on the Ist of Juno news came of the 
ineffyetive mutiny and the disarmament of the Denaro regimenta, 
a procesding which naturally causal much anxiety to the Ghinzi- 
pur authorities, Matera wero brought to a hoad by the 
mutiny of the Aramgarh regiment on the 2r/J and tho arrival 
at Gihexipur of the fugitives from their place. The district 
tapidly fell into a disorganized tai and general anarchy for a 
times provallod. Tho landholders ond village communities 
whom rights had passe! into the hands of auction-purchmeers 
every whars mitumpled to regain their ancestral holdings, while 
others turned to plunder, preying on their weaker neighbours, and 
the bolder spirits proceaded westwants to join the rebele in Oudh, 
The police were helpless, and though martial law wae proolaimed 
it could nob be enforce! ti the arrival of w hundred mon of the 
78th Highlanders from. Benares, Thoir presence restored some 
degres of order, but tho rowls were no longur aafe, and there were 
no moans of checking tho turlulont Rajputs of the Ballin pargatu 
‘On tho 18th of July Mr. Venables, the woll known indigo planter, 








‘aseisted by Mr, Dunne, regamed Axamgarh and managed to 
scours a mimber of refugees who had been in hiding im that 
district; but he adon found the position untenable and was 
compelled to retire, with the roel that the whole district wna 
abandoned oxeopt the Nagra talsil. ‘Thy latter, whielt is now 
included in Batlia, was in tho charge of Manlvi Ali Hasan ms 
tahsildar, awl this man, together with the police officiala, 
remained at his poat throughout the disturhannes, 
Adtaizy In The outlook at Ghazipur was rendured more uncertain by 
hababed. neon of the disturhwd atate of the country south of the Ganges, 
Tiwre Kunwar Singh, connection of tho Dumraon Raj, wee 
in open rebellion, being at tho heail of his own clansmen anda 
large force of mntinesrs. Hy hod yirtually gained possession of 
the whole ‘listrict of Shahalad, with the solitary exeoption of 
Arrah, where he met with wooxpected and determined resi gtaaricns 
from a amall body of planters and Sikha, The Governmat 
étuil ot Buxer aluo hod romainod untouched, and ite retention 
wet o matter of conadyralily importance, A «mull force waa 
detailed to guard the pluw, Wot heforo Mw arrival Major Vincent 
Eyrvcamo up ina steamer from Caloutta with a battery of artillery, 
and balted ai Buxar on receiving news that the mutinied regi- 
menta from Dinapore were alvanciny to cross the Ganges. With 
the object of cutting them off he proceeded to Ghasipur on the 
29th of July, leaving there an officer and two guns in exchange for 
25 Highlanders. He thon returned to Buxer, where he waa met by 
Captain L'Tistrangs with 14 mon of the Suh Fusiliors. Sending: 
back the Highlanders to Ghasipur be himself marched to the relief 
of Arrah, obtaining considerable assistance in the matter of trans. 
port from tho Raja of Dumraon, whom ramour had hitherto 
7 described a a rebel, Ths resone of the Arrah garrison and tha 
subscquent defeat of Kunwar Singh at Jagdiapur enablod Eyre’ 
te proceed on his journey to Allahabad, and on tho way to

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For several montha thingy remained comparatively quiet, Kune 

fn Angust the city of Ammgarh was ocoupiod by the Gurkhas, ~"* 
and in tho following month & severe blow was dealt to tho rebels 
by Colonel Wroughton and the Nepalese, ‘Ths country north of 
the Ghagra was kept in onlor by Colonel Rowsroft with another 
fores of Gorkhas und thy Peart Naval Brigade, while the river 
waa patrolled by a gunboat andur the charge of the gollveter of 
Soran. Thi vondition of alfwirs, however, underwent « complate 
change in Marvh 1855. The balk of tho-army was then con- 
wentratal at Larknow ant tho eastern distrivts wore almost 
déiwied oftroops, ‘Tho opportanity wns at once scizod by Kanwar 
Bingh, whe crossod tho Ganges and marched through the Ballis 
district into Asamgurh, where he wus joined by other rebel 
contingents from the east of Fyzahad and the country beyond tho 
Ghagra, He beseiged the amall foroe which held Azamgarh, bn . 
weer driven off hy Genera! Lugard on the Lith of April. Though 
repulsed, Kunwar Singh wos not beaten, ani his troope retrented 
in gooll order to Natthupur near the western boundary of this 
fistrict, The purmit was at once taken op by Brigadior 
Denglas, whe reached Natthupar on tho 16th, and the noxt day . 
came up with the retiring force at Naghai. Hore Kunwar Singh 
had occupied a strong position, from which he was dislodged ; 
but he conducted his retrent with great ability and on the 18th 
ruichel Nagra. ‘he Britivh cavalry continued tho chnsc, but 
the infantry was too far behind to purmit an assault, ‘Tho same 


night Kunwar Singh retired to Sikandarpur and thente pushed : 
onto Manar. On rovcipt of this news Douglas hastened in hot 7 
pursuit, and at daylight on the 2h delivered his atinck.

@ native officer, Tho pursait wae maintained for six miles, bub 
the rebols broke up into several columue and took different routes, 
ouly to reunite af a prearranged spot, Kunwar Singh had given 
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on elephants, but hia actual intention was to effect the passage by 
means of a number of honta collected at Sheopurdinr, a short 
distance bulow Ballia, At tho latter place thore were two 
regiments of Maras cavalry under Colonel Cumberlege, who 
hod been deputed to ent off the retreat of tho fying force; 
hut astonishing to relate Kunwar Singh sucsceded in embarking 
all save two hundred of his mon before Douglas appeared with 
his troops, while the cavalry remained in blissful ignorance of the 
proceedings. As it was, the rebels lafé.on the bank wore cut off, 
snd the last of the boats wae aunk. The gunboat Megna took 
part in this action and, though this was not known till afterwards, 
bya lucky shot wounded Kunwar Singh, who not long afterwards 
died from iho injury. 

The rood work done Ly Dooglsa waa largely countersated 
hy the subsequent defeat of Captain Le Cirand in the Shahnliad 
alee —an event which throw the country on both sides of the 
into the utmost disortor, It had long been considered 
B aid romarkalle thing that Hallia hed not risen before, Many 
of the mutineers had their homes in the distrint, while the tract 
was full of proclaimed offenders, und the eastern parganuas hal 
for years been notorious on account of the maraading bands of 
Trosadhs, whose traditional occupation was robbery antl dacoity 
on the great waterways, Dovglas waa compelled to cross the 
Ganges in. pursuit of Kunwar Singh, whove place was soon taken 
by his brothers, and consequently there were no troops available 
to maintain order, with tha exception of the somewhnt inactive 
column under Colondl Cumberloge, Though the sspoya had 
withdrawn to the jungles of Jagdiepur, the whole of Dalia was 
given up to plundering parties, and throwghout the distriel the 
wildest state of confusion prevailed. Littl wns attempted in 
the way of restoring order, and it waa not till theomiddls of May 
that Mr. L, Probyn, who wae now attachd to the district, 
muncvatled in parsunding Cumberloge to attack the Kausiks of 

without waiting for p siege train. When at longth. 
the force arrived, the place was found empty, and after destroying 
the houses of the more prominent insurgents the troops returned 
to Ghazipur. Matters continued in the «amo state till July, 
when Mr. Bax marched out to Ballia with a amall force, The 
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rebola had broken down a bridge on the road, but the party mob 
with no opposition, and Ballia waa occupied by Sikh troops 
under Mr, Probyn. ‘The remainder of the party continued thelr 
journey to Bairia, where they were beseigod for several days hy a 
large force of niutincera from the north-wont.

Vist and forwmeout eanie the Raju of Haldi and the members of

availahlo, and a life pension of Ks, 2,500 per annum, The 


Maharaja of Dumraon, whose loyalty in protesting Government 
property anil in furnishing supplied, exposed hin to great private 
loss and personal danger, was adequately rowardod by «tha 
Government of Bengal, tho province in which ho resided. His 


dependants, Raghunaodan Prasad Pande of Bairin, Gur Prasad 


of Srinager and Thakur Singh of Dulkti, assisted in maintaining 
orddr among the turlmlent inhabitants of Deaba and received 
acknowledgments of their services, So alao did the tamindars 


of Bausthana, Anjorpur, Tajyur, Gangouli and elsewhere iy 


Ballis, made himvelf useful by collecting the retainers of the loyal 


As in many districts, so in Ballin, didl tho rubellion bring y 
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landholders and subduing all attempts at revolt till the incursion 
of Kunwar Singh, and waa rewarded by » grant of land. ‘The 
Begame of Sonwanit also remainoid loyal throughout, guarding the 
public oflves anul supplying information to the authorities, their 
conduct resulting in an atiack wpon their houses, from which 
they escaped with difficulty. In the Ranra tahsil the Sengure 
Lakhnesar and the Kausiks af Kopachit were refiele almost to 
o man; but Gopal Singh, the head of the Rataand family of 
Karcholins, materially nesisted in the defence of Rasra under 
Mr, Probyn, ae also did Kishan Kunwar, the agent of the family 
of Deokmandan Singh. Rutsand waa in consequence burnt and 
plundered, while Gopal Singh was rewardol by o gift of money 
and a small grant of land; Kislian Kunwar wae afterwards 
killed by the rebels, and the revert in his case wos bestowed on: 
his eon, In the Azamgarh purganne the loyalists were obiutly 
Government servants, euch es Maulvi Ali Hasan, the tuhaildar 
of Nagra and Atxiul Majid, the munsif; these men romained! 
at their poste, though Asumvarh was twice abandonod, and took 
active measures against the rebels, preventing M. mritit ‘Hasan, 
the Nazim of Gorakhpur, from crossing the Ghagra and defiuiting 
some of hia troopa at Turtipar. The tohwilder wos rewariled 
with 4 handsome (islet and confiscate! land ssstsscd ot Ha. 
2.50), while the munsif obtaine! « grant of land with a rovenne 
dimand of Ra, 750. Phigu Singh, head of the Nagra Baia, 
easiated the officials matorially, saving tho records and treagure 
from the Sigauli nrutincers, collevting » large body of men to 
defend the passage of the Ghagra, and taking at active part in 
the pursuit of Kunwar Singh. His conduct received the appro- 
bation of Government, and was further recognised by the pardon 
of his fathor and uncle, who had ben condemned for munler and 
implication in the relwilion, 

Prom tho resturstion of order of the end af 1855 to the 
present day the pease of Ballia hu» bat once beon broken, Tn. 
1596 the district was troulled by the ganrablwhinad morenent,. 
which aroke from. o widwepread conspiracy on the part of the 
Hindus to provent the slaughter of kine hy Musalmans, Matters. 
came to 4 head at Mau in Amtogarh, close to tha herders of 


‘this district, that place containing an uasually large proportion 
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of Julahas, the most fanatical and turbulent section of thé 
Hidalinan community. A serious riot ened, and the infoctian. . 
rapidly eprem?t into Ballia, Sevyoral hands from this distriot 
wero nfterwards proved to have taken part in the disturbance 
at Mau, and sulisequently thy samo people wore responsible for 
the sporadic outhwaka at Baheri, Qazipur, Eksara and Baragaon 
in the Ubhaon police circle. No actual military operations. 
proved necessary, however, and the needa of the situation were- 
adequately met by quartering a large forve of punitive police: 
im the cirelis of Haldharpur, Resra, Ubhnon, Sikendarpur 
_Gurwar, Ranwdih, Ballin and Nagra, The other events worthy 
of rocord have heen doalt with olaowbere. Tho chief occurrence 
ia of course the formation of the district of Ballin in 1879, 
together with the vurions additions and oxchanges of territory 
‘that have since taken plas, Reference hae also been mado to- 
the temporary transfer of the district headquarters to Korantadih, 
to the rebuilding of Ballis, and to the reyiaion of recorda by 
Mr. D. T. Roberts, the distinguished officer whose association

This is one of the many large Villages in the south of the 
pagana, ocoupying part of the recently formed alluvial land in 
the Inrgo bend of thy Ganges to the south-east of Ballin: Tb 
stands in 25°42’ N, and S4° 16" EF. at » distance OF some servi 
miles from the district headquarters, Tho lands of Agrauli, 
whioh cover 1456 scree and are pasesaod at Ra, 5049, ml join 
thos of Jauhi on the south, Bhalaand on the north and Sheopur- 
dint on the west, all of these places being separately mantioned. 
The village was settle! in 1700 with Dubo Erahmans, and is 
still in the possession, of thoir descendants, with the exception of 
aemall share purchased many yenrs seo by the Pandes of Bairia. 
This share, which brings in on annual net profit of about Re. 220, 
Waa granted in 1885 hy Babu Raghunandan Prasad Pando na ay 
ondowment for a Sanskrit teachorship at Ballin, and ix now 
Managed as a Benevolent Trust.

town lying on the bunks of the Ganges in 25°44" N, aul P10 Ey 
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ato distance of 42 miles east from Ghavipor, 21 milcs from Rasra 
‘end ten miles from Bansdih, Motailed ronds connect it with 
Ghastpur aud the two other tabsila of this district, and alan with 
Hanumanginj on the real to Sikandarpur; while unmetalled 
roaile run north-oast to Sahatwar, at! cast to Haldi and Msirin, 
The heanah line of the Bengal and North-Western Railway fram

The origin of tho namo has long been a matter of dispnte. 
The local derivation is from Balmik or Valmiki, the celobrated 
Hinda poet, whose residence here was commemorated, it in auidl, 
by nahrine which bas long been: washed away, Tt ia, however, 
equally probable that the word merely moans sandy, and in thnt 
with much aptitude. Tho plase ia doubtlas of great antiquity, ax 
the many legends bear witness, and some have identified Ballin with 
the site of the Buddhiat tomple of the Vast Solitude, sinMaouad 
by the Chinose pilgrims, "The confluenen of the Ganges with the 
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Sarja gave it peculiar sanctity in the eyes of Hindus, and ae 
it the scene of great assemblages which are maintained to this day 
in the form of the Dadri fair. At one time the noted ascetic 
Bhirug, a eon of Brahing, dwult hero, and his temple, known ne 
Bhiruyasram, marked tho holy apot till it wae carriod away by 
the river. The existing #hrino is tho third at loast of that namo, 
and ¢tanda further inland than its predecessors, near the Dharma- 
vanye tank, an ancient wxoavation whore thousands of [ishis are 
oid tu have purformed their yous. [i would seem that the earliest 
temple marked a former canflaenoe to the south-east of the town, 
Whoress how the watera of the two rivers unite near Kanvthane 
some distance to the weat of Ballin ; but the fair continues to be 
held na near ae possible to the oid site, on the sandy stretchoe hy 
the river, Some a:count of thy gathoring haa already beon given 
tn Chaplor I. 

It appears that formerly the Ganges flowed at a considerable 
distance to the south of its prosont course, There is a long jhtl

selected: the courts and offices were dismartled, and the tranafer 
took place on the Sthof April IS94, ‘This move was, howevor, of 
epartini natursonly, The tahuil and the munaif’s court romained 
af Ballin, beiny Ivented in tho collector's honao; the dispensary 
and high school wore undisturbed : and a joint magistrate continnsll 
in retilence hare for tho pulilie convanionne of tus distriet generally, 
sa tha now headquartars lay in tho extreme south-weatorn corner 
of the tenet. Aa warly na 1895 it was noticed that new alluvium

for a time nothing wna done, as the main stream till flowed. 
iminioliately under tho town, In 1890 it was found that: the old 
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euteherry waa yet untouched, and the question of restoring Rallin 
to itt formar position was onoe more considered. It appeared 
thit the existence of a hanker reef at the present junction of tho 
Katehar ste and Ganges was amnfficient afeguand against much 
further erosion, aud was Jikely to turn the river moro towarils 
Sheopardinr than againet Fallin, A new site for the civil 
mation waa selected to the north of the railway, and in 1897 
Al fen OF somo 240 peres wie (akon up for the purpose. ‘The 
builifings were for the most part comploted by the hoyinning 
of L901, and the headquarters wore moved again to Balliaon tho 
26th of March in that your, For atime the Ganges rematnei com- 
paraively stablo, but in 1004 further erosion beeame imminent, 
anit a large sevtion of the population was compelled to abandon 
their homes, In order to provide acoommodation a fresh site was 
chosen immatintely to the south of tho railway station, comprising 
12) mores in the villagos of Bishunpur, Jaydispur, Ridua, Medua 
aod Middhi, A reetangulor chawk wis build in the centre, and 
a roud waa mail to connect it with the atatiou on the north and 
with Robertezanj on the south, Sovoral other ronda, intended to 
aerve wy main arterics of traffic for tho new town, and connested 
With each other by cross ronds; raclinto from thi cvutral ehcwe - 
im the middle of tho latter is a well, aurrounded by an etitlosod 
‘apace, intersected hy pathways, A system of drainage is being 
carried out, and trees hays been planted along all the ronda, 
The area has been divided wp into nites, which aro rogitlarly 
leased for building porposes. Tha placo haa as yet m somewhat 
empty appearance; though numerous sites have been taken up, 
and housed have been Wuilb or are helng lilt in {air nimbers, 
thw town ano whole ia far from densely popalated, and there ars 
Many spaces still awaiting ooonpation, 

The civil station extends northwards from’ the railway, 
wong which re the quartert of the railway staff, on cither side 
of the Hanuimanganj rand, To the south are the opium bungalow 
and the ol cometery and opposite them aro iho sesaiona house 
aud the munidipal and district board's offices; North of the 
latter stand the engineer's office and the courts and tremmary 
While to the west of tha row are the residences of tho collector, 
joint magistrate anil auperintyndent of police, as well as tho 
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club. The station, which is anrroundeil by a good trond, nlio 
coutning the tahail buildings, the munwif's court, and reaidenows 
for the ohief anbordinate officials, 

The other publio buildings are for the most part along the 
Hanutnanganj rod south of tho railway, They compriag the 
inapection bungalow, tho dispensary, tho police hoxpital, the post- 
office, the policw lines; jail and the Kotwali polio~station, and 
the ald collestor’s bungalow, now occupied by the civil aurgoon. 
Lan! on both sideaof this roal has heen acquire! hy tho mui- 
cipality, to prevent the growth of andosirable bagars and haatia, 
In addition to the high school which romaina on itw old site, 
there nrosevon aided schools, and two Sanskrit puthshalap, ws 
woll aa the faksifi vernaqular mide avhool, 

The trade and manufactures of Ballin are of littl inportanas. 
The latter consist mainly of coarse cloth, turned out by about farty 
looms, sugar, saltpotre, iron and brass utensils, Suyur is collested 





from the neighbouring villages, and exported to Agra, Culentioa 


and elmwhere, while other exports inchule ghiand oilsoods, The 
chief importa are rice, whieh comes in large quantities from 
Gorakhpur and. Lower Bengal, and cloth from Caleutta and 
Ghasipar. The Dodri fair, alrealy mentioned, ia the ayony of 
Brest commorvial activity, and largely contributes towards tha 
prosperity of the town. 


Ballia was in 1850 brought undvr the operations of Act XX 
of 1856, but in, Novumbor 1871 it wae rnised to the sintus of a 


municipality. Its uffaira are managed by oo hoard of fey 
members, Including tho magivtrate as chairman, The injome ia

BALLIA Pargana, Tohsil Banura, 

Thia is tho contral pargana of tho hoadquarters tehsil, anil 
the largest of the four thot make up that wmbdivision, It is 
lounded on the woe by Kopachit Raa) and for a short distance 
hy Garha, on the north by pargane Kharid of the Banadih tahsil, 
ot the east hy Donlm, and on tho south hy tho Ganges, boyond 
which lies the Shabahad district of Bengal. In shape it resembles 
h rectangle with an extremely irregular southern buandary, The 
Giangm al preaont flows along its borders with two groat bends 
northwards, leaving a deep and broad promontory in between, 
extetiling vome miles soath of the village of Juchi, The 
periodinal variations in tho course of the rivor are extraordinarily 
grout, #o that the total arom varias from time to time to» 
considerably extent, though ]oas in one placeis usually compenmatod 
hy gain in atother, In 1900 it amourited t6-116,55) ncret or 182 
equara miles, while for the preceding five years tho figure waa 
it.44 acres, and in 158] tho returns showed a total af 173-D 
#ijiture mila. 

Tho pargana is the most densely populated and at the anme 
tint the most fertile in the district. "Tho grater portion resomblos 
Doaha, and is composed of more or less rocent alluvium, tho 
suriase boing nearly lovel, though in most cases the bank of the 
Cianges is somewhat highor than the Jand in the interior.

aan, ‘There his taunts at tho poverty of the great king of , 
Bengal and his nobles aroused tha Khan, who purchased the 
whole of tha saffron and paid for it in the proseribed won, He 
then mixed all the anifron with the mortas which had been 
prepared for building the mosque, and the Sultan, in rocognition 
of his generous conduct, lextowed on him a robe of honour, 
bidding the place in fature be known a¢ Khari.

Different parte of the pargana exhibit very diverse physical 
Characteristics, The western and southern portions are included 
in the upland trant, and here tho soil ia goncrally foam, stiffen- 
ing into clay in the numerous depreasions. These uplands 
exten] eastwards from the boundary of Sikandarpur, in the 
north reaching to the hanks of the Gihnera, which at Ailasgarh 
near Maniar are of « pormoanent nature owing to the presance of 
a great kenkeor reef, From a short distance beyond that poms 
the iigh bank curves inland as faras tho large semi-ciroular pail 
known os the Mundisri Deh, hetwoon Maniar and Bausdih.

SIKANDARPUR WEST Pargana, Tuhsil Rasta, 

This is the largest pargana of the district, but it representa 
but a portion of the original fiscul zulwivision, The latter, on 
ita transfer from Azamgarh to the now diatric| of Ballin in 1879, 
wae divided between the Bansdih and Rasra tuhaily, the part 
ausignod to the latter receiving tho name of Sikandarpur Wost, 
The trast extends from the Ghagea on tho north, beyond which 
lies the district of Gorakhpur, to the Sarju, which forme the 
Ghazipur boundary on the south. To tho wast tiv Asanigarh 
and pargano Bhadasn, and to tho east ace Lakhnewar, Ropachit 
West and Sikandarpur East, The aren, which is liable to vary 
from time to timo by renaon of tho vagarios of tho CGhagra, 
amounted in 1000 to 165,500 acres, while the average for the last 
five years is 105,907 acres or 250 square miles. | 

In ite phyaical characteristics the pargana genornlly revom- 
bloz Sikandarpur East, az the greater part of it belonge to the 
upland portion of tho distriut and ie a tenet of homogeneous 
charactor, The allivial arom along the Ghagra in the worth ta 
small, and the changes in the configuration of the riparian lanl 
are now tedoced to comparatively insignificant proportions, the 
course of tho river having boon fixed for somo distance by the 
Turtipar bridge and the training worke protwcting the structure. 
Ab the same time the low country on either aide of Turtipar 
ia com#tantly liable to inundation, the tract so offected oxtand- 
ing westwards from Ubhaon to the Azamgarh bounilary, while 
on the enst there ie o similar stretch of country in tho naigh- 
bourkood of Bilthra and Haldi, Botwoon these two places lies a 
dargo irregular ghil, which probably represents an old channel of 
the Ghagra and. ia eonnooted with that river during the rains, 
The uplands are womewhnt higher fn tho north than in the south, 
but the slope of the country is very alight.
